If both the Communist and 


Conservative parties have 
enough valid signatures to 
qualify, it will bring to eight the 
number of full-fledged party 
columns on the ballot. That 
would be the most since 1938. 
There were 10 in 1934. 


T h e

Democratic, 
American 


Independent, Human Rights, 
Socialist Workers and Socialist 
Labor parties qualified earlier 
for space on the ballot.

The Communists, who last 


appeared on the Michigan bal- 
lot in 1940, showed up in the 
morning with a cardboard box 
carrying over 23,000 petition 
signatures. It takes the signa- 
tures of 14,239 registered voters 
to qualify a party for the ballot. 


State chairman Thomas Den- 


nis had to make a trip back to 
Detroit, however, to get official 
letters of intent to file and a 
copy of the party insignia—a 
hammer held by a black and 
•white hand. 


Shortly before the 5 p.m. 


closing of the elections office, 
former State Sen. Robert 
Huber of Troy filed petitions for 


his Conservative party. He said 
more petitions would be filed 
Monday. 


Huber, an industrialist who 


nearly upset Lenore Romney in 
the 1970 Republican U.S. sena- 
torial primary, said he hasn't 
decided whether to run for the

would. 


Democrats called back their 


drive and rewrote the petitions 
after the State Supreme Court 
issued a ruling which appeared 
to many to create a con- 
stitutional loophole allowing lo-' 
cal governments virtually un- 
limited taxing power. 


Democratic state chairman. 


James McNeely, House Speak- 
er William Ryan of Detroit, for- 
mer state chairman Neil Staeb- 
• ler and State Sen. Coleman 
Young of Detroit were among 
party luminaries lambasting 
Milliken Friday. 


However, Democrats have 


admitted that they recalled 
their first petition drive, not to 
correct any loophole, but to 
counteract any subsequent 
charges that their wording was 
defective. 


Friday's news conference

Nine 
In Rest 
Home Fire 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) — 


Atleastnine persons died today 
in an early morning fire that 
swept a convalescent home. 
Thirty persons were reported 
injured. 


The en tire second story of the 


two-story Carver Convalescent 
Home was said to be engulfed 
in flames when (He firemen 
arrived. There was no im- 
mediate word on the cause of 
the fire. 


The nine were pronounced 


dead on arrival at Springfield's 
Memorial Hospital. At least 
two others were admitted to the 
burn unit at the hospital, and 
the hospital reported treating 
eight other persons for smoke 
inhalation. 


St. John's 
Hospital in 


Springfield reported treating 
an additional 20 persons for in- 
juries. The nature of the in- 
juries was not immediately 
known.

An armed hijacker apparent- 


ly bailed out over a remote 
Mexican jungle today, presum- 
ably with $303,000 extorted 
from Eastern Air Lines, while a 
second American passenger jet 
was commandeered to Cuba. 


The disappearance 
of an' 


armed-Vietnam veteran who 
had demanded the ransom 
money and six parachutes cul- 
minated a hijacking which had 
begun Friday in Pennsylvania. 


The sky pirate boarded the 


Eastern 727 jet in Allentown, 
Pa., and after two stops at 
Washington's Dulles Airport 
and one at New Orleans, di- 
rected the plane toward British 
Honduras. He then changed his 
mind and bailed out over Mexi- 
co. 


During the stop at New Or- 


leans, he traded the original 
three-engine jet, 
by then 


reportedly hobbled with a 
hydraulic problem, for a fresh 
Eastern 727. 


On the first stop at Dulles the 


hijacker was given the $303,000 
and the parachutes in return 
for releasing the 48 passengers 
and one stewardess, one of sev- 
en crew members. But he or- 
dered the plane back to Dulles 
to exchange his ransom for one 
in bills of a larger denomina- 
tion. 


The second hijacking began 


Friday afternoon shortly after 
a Western Airlines 737 jet left 
Salt Lake City for Los Angeles, 
where an armed sky pirate re- 
leased four children and seven 
adult passengers and said he 
wanted to.be flown to Hanoi, 
North Vietnam, but decided in- 
stead on Cuba. 


The hijacker, who demanded 


U.S. withdrawal from In- 
dochina and passage to a Com- 
munist country, then took off 
with 64 passengers and six 
crewmen for Dallas, Tex'., and 
a refueling stop. 


The plane then went to Tam- 


pa, Fla., to refuel again, and 
then headed for Cuba, arriving 
in Havana early today. 


The Eastern hijacker, de- 


scribed as well dressed, well- 
spoken 
and 
businesslike, 


carrying what one passenger 
said was a .38-caIiber revolver, 
made the plane circle the 
Washington area for 514 hours 
and then return to Dulles be- 
cause he did not like the de- 
nomination of the bills in the 
ransom. 


He had demanded payment

as a plot by the Township Board to raise 
the local tax base. 


We admit to not giving the suggestion 


Page One treatment. II is a matter of 
editorial judgment, one admittedly open 
to reader criticism, as to what stories 
receive greater emphasis than others. 


As regards recent developments in the 


Township's affairs, we felt its sewer and 
water problems and eosts to ne of 
overriding, general interest, and have 
devoted greater attention to them than to 
other happenings with a seemingly more 
personalized effect. 


We could be wrong on that approach, 


but that's the picture we see at the 
moment. 


The Board's adoption of the garage 


requirement, while it may very well raise 
valuations on new construction which 
otherwise might not exist, is less a taxing 
scheme than an extension of the life style 
in middle class suburbia. 


The 
Township 
Board 
members' 


thinking reflects the physical charac- 
teristics of the area and its residents' 
desires. If that thinking deviates lo any 
noticeable degree from its well spring, 
then new faces will soon appear on the 
Hoard to bring (he two back into line. 


The post World War II subdividing of 


the Township's farms and orchards into 
housing sites has been premised on high. 


grade, single family construction. 


In its earlier years this flight from the 


city to the country (from Kcnton Harbor 
proper to a major extent) was relatively 
cheap. 


Interest rates were on the down side; 


labor and materials for a house were at 
eye level; thai somewhal overworked 
phrase, qualily education, fitted within 
the lT>-mil) tax pie; water, sewer, police 
and fire protection did not present a 
problem.

The garage ordinance consequently is 


merely another 
expression from 
the 


neighborhood. 


Its legalistic language is really saying 


one can not expect to ride in a Cadillac at 
a VW price. 


Okinawa's Reversion 


REVERSION of Okinawa and its sister 


islands in the Ryukyu chain lo Japan on 
May 15 should come as a happy ending for 
all concerned. The United Stales, 
although it gives up the island, will keep 
its military base, which is whal i I wanted 
the island for in the first place. 


Japan, in getting Okinawa back, heals a 


27-year-old sore poinl of national honor 
and disposes of an issue that has caused 
much 
political 
turmoil 
and 
em- 


barrassment to the Japanese govern- 
ment. Okinawa, an autonomous kingdom 
until a century ago, will return lo Ihe 
bosom of what it has since come to con- 
Competition 
For Gas 


A number of alternatives to the internal 


combustion engine have been tried over 
(he years because of concern for Ihe 
environment. 
Others 
have 
been 


suggested. Some of Ihcm are now on the 
road in limited usage. 


Thai may be the way electricity, steam 


or other propcllants finally achieve a 
degree of popular acceptance, as special' 
usage vehicles. H does not seem possible 
at this stage of development for the in- 
ternal combustion engine to be seriously 
threatened. It seems unlikely change will 
come as result of a grand swoop from a 
new power source. 


Electric vehicles already are in use 


where limited miles and low speeds are 
Die rule of Ihe user. At least two do/en 
manufacturers are working on the 
principle of balfery power. Competition 
between them could bring 
surprising 


improvement. 


Barring

breakthrough 
in 


technology, these vehicles still will be 
limited to distances of 50 to 100 miles 
between charges and lop speeds of less 
than SI) niph. Claims are made of lower 
upkeep than on conventional vehicles, but 
experience will tell. 
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sider its mother country. 


How happily all will live ever after 


remains to be seen for there are problems 
for each, nol likely lo be mentioned in Ihe 
ceremonial speeches of Reversion Day. 


Although the United States will keep its 


$2 billion base, it will not have as free a 
hand using it as before reversion. This is 
because U.S. activities on the islands will 
become subjecl to U.S.—Japan Ireaty 
terms. These not only forbid installation 
of nuclear weapons on Japanese soil. 


• They also require "prior consultation" 
with Japan before the United States may 
launch military operations from bases in 
Japan or before significant changes may 
be made in deploying or arming troops on 
Ihem. 


The Okinawa base has served the 


United States directly in two wars, Korea 
and Viet Nam. Its most dramatic use has 
been as a takeoff poinl for B-52 bombers. 
H has also served as a fueling and supply 
station, training ground for troops in 
jungle warfare, and depot for storing 
weapons, generally believed lo include 
nuclear arms. 


Japan recognizes that "reversion 


should not hinder the effective discharge 
of the international obligations assumed 
for Ihe defense of countries in the Far 
Kasl, including Japan," Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers said last autumn. 
Nevertheless, the "prior 
consultation" 


factor could become sticky. 


For Japan, the negative side of the 


picture is largely economic. Reversion 
means assuming the burden of governing 
an island group that was Japan's poorest 
pcrfecture (state) in the prc-World War II 
period. Okinawa is a meagerly endowed 
coral island. Its value lo more powerful 
nations that contended for it in the days of 
its independence was almost solely its 
strategic location in (he East China Sea. 
Japan took the island by force in 187!) 
chiefly lo prevent a western nation from 
gaining a strong foothold there. 


Okinawa may have one asset for Japan 


to offset the costs of administering and 
providing direct aid to a poor slate, 
surplus labor. For labor short Japan this 
could be a boon. If it should mean tran- 
sporting Okinawans to Japan, there might 
Iw a problem of assimilialion. Cultural 
differences between Okinawans and 
Japanese persjst despite mutuality on 
reversion. 


For Okinawans, reversion is bound to 


mean 
some 
degree 
of 
economic 


dislocation. The American base will still 
provide jobs, but budget cutbacks have 
forced reduction of the U.S. payroll. 
Islanders fear that once they become part 
of Japan, theirs will be just another slate, 
no longer to receive favored treatment in 
Japan's direct aid budget. 


The Okinawan diet may also suffer. 


Under American rule, Okinawans have 
come to like American style beef. After 
reversion,- the island's meat will be 
subject to Japan's high tariff. The price of 
beefsteak is sure lo skyrocket.

Why didn't you give it the 
publicity it deserves — at least 
at the lop of tliat story? 


What kind of publicity did 


(his zoning code amendment 
get before its adoption? flow- 
many of the township residents 
knew that .the board was. 
considering such an amend- 
ment, or for that matter, know 
even now . that it has been 
adopted by the board? The 
board's action and your slight 
attention to it certainly leave 
something to be desired. It 
would be interesting to know 
the board's reason for adopting 
this amendment. I think ALL 
township residents should call 
upon Ihe board for an ex- 
planation of their action. Us 
purpose appears to be only to 
fatten Ihe pocketbook of the 
money hungry township board 
at the expense of the township 
resiclenls' freedom. What about 
Ihose few people that don't own 
a car? Or those that own only 
one vehicle? Or those that just 
don't want a garage? Perhaps 
they should build in a township 
where the governing board has 
not 
yet adopted such a 


restriction.

Moscow Talks 


Won't Be Easy 


WASHINGTON (NBA) 
— 


Bits and pieces of information 
trickling from behind the Iron 
Curtain suggest President 
Nixon will have his hands full in 
Moscow later this month to 
keep from being boxed in. 


Indications are the Russians 


are 
fully 
aware 
of 
the 


P r e s i d e n t ' s 
political 


problems—farmers hurting 
from the heavy supply of feed 
grains, with Mr. Nixon needing 
the farm vote. He must have 
more exports, an improvement 
in the balance of payments and 
an outlook to insure his 
reelection. In addition, because 
of the hopes he has aroused, he 
requires 
some sort of a 


strategic arms limitation 
agreement and a noticeable 
improvement in Vietnam. 


The extremely able Soviet 


ambassador in Washington, 
Anatoly F. Dobrynin, is known 
to this reporter as a careful and 
astute political and economic 
observer, who most certainly 
has sent Moscow carefully 
detailed 
analyses of Mr. 


Nixon's domestic problems and 
what type of public reaction 
could hurt him most on Nov. 7. 


The Russians aim at ex- 


tracting a heavy price in return 
for giving Mr. Nixon even part 
of what ha wants. They expect 
cheap credits for grain, sizable 
dollar and technological in- 
vestment in Soviet mining and 
industry, an easing of U.S. bans 
on exports of various high- 
technology goods to Russia and 
a cutback on U.S. restrictions 
on imports from the Soviet 
Union. 


Moscow also will demand 


directly or indirectly, subtly or 


unsubtly, 
Mr. 
Nixon's 


cooperation in securing public 
U.S. and West European 
recognition of Russia's special 
position in East Europe and the 
inviolability of that position. 


This 
information 
comes 


directly and indirectly from 
private academic and business 
sources, from government 
economic 
specialists 
and 


diplomats dealing with the 
Russians and 
from 
other 


private organizations with 
connections in the Soviet Union 
and East Europe. 


The Russians, of course, will 


attempt to minimize their own 
serious problems—the growing 
demand for meat in the Soviet 
Union and East Europe and the 
serious political consequences 
of failing to solve that problem. 


They will gloss over the 


serious winter crop failures 
and the consequent heavy 
Soviet need for 
grain in 


quantities. They will not stress 
the Soviet shorfgage of cash 
and their urgent need for credit 
to buy grain in the quantities 
they require. 


They will attempt to hide the 


very serious internal economic 
decisions they will be forced to 
make if U.S. credit is not for- 
thcoming—and the possibly 
unhappy domestic political 
repercussions which may 
follow from those decisions. 


The President is doing what 


he can in advance to keep the 
very clever Brezhnev from 
boxing him in. He is pouring aid 
all-out into the Vietnam war, to 
break the back of the DMZ 
invasion before the Moscow 
visit—so the Russians will not 
have this lo whipsaw him with.

BUSING'FOES WIN 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (AP) 


— A slate of candidates which 
opposed busing of school chil- 
dren for racial purposes has 
won all seven seats on the In- 
dianapolis School Board. 


One night last week, well 


after midnight, the telephone 
rang in the dormitory room of 
a Dartmouth student active in 
conservative politics. What did 
he think about the bombing in 
Vietmam? the reporter wanted 
to know. "I don't care about 
Vietnam," he answered, hung 
up, and went back to bed. 


That answer wasn't exactly 


what he meant, at least not 
quite; the next day, when the 
quote appeared in print, gasps 
of horror went up from the 
Righteous and Ihe Concerned. 


Yet his exasperated midnight 


answer sheds a good .deal of 
light on the campus mood at the 
moment. Over on the Left, the 
campus newspaper called for a 
strike and the cancellation of 
classes. Nothing happened. 
Only 50 people went down to 
Concord for the protest events 
in the state capital. 


True enough, there 
were 


riots in Cambridge, Mass., 
confusion,* as 
usual, 
at 


Columbia, and trouble at the 
University of of Maryland. But 
on the whole, Dartmouth's 
reaction was more the rule. 
The campus newspaper and a 
handful of radical faculty went 
to the barricades as they had in 
1970, 
but when they, looked 


around the followers they 
expected were playing Softball. 


A few observions: 
1) Boredom has been a potent 


factor in all this. There have 
been 
too many articles, 


arguments and speeches about 
Vietnam' for most people to 
sustain a live interest in the 
subject. The war has been on 
the evening news every night 
for what seems like a millen- 
nium. The handful of radical 
faculty members on campus 
have begun to seem like mere 
marionettes, twitching every 
so often into their familiar 
routines. Noboday wants to 
hear any more about it. The 
previous 500 speeches have 
been quite enough, thank you. 


2) AH along, though some 


indignantly deny it, the draft 
was a potent factor in the 
student movement. The draft 
affected their lives directly 
and, in a sense, for the average 
protester, the draft was the 
war. With the lottery system 
and the advance toward a 
volunteer professional army, 
• the emotional root of the 
protest movement has been 
severed. 


3) The objective in Vietnam 


has been transformed since 
1968 and 1970. Few Americans 
are dying. The North Viet- 
nameses all too clearly have 
mounted a conventional in- 
vasion, complete with tanks, 
artillery and rockets. You have 
to be much further gone in left- 
wing depravity than most 
students acutally are to be able 
to side with the invading up- 
perdog, and march against Ihe 
use American airpower.

entered the store, asked for a 
pack of cigarettes and put 5?. 
cents on the counter. Spencer 
said Wellings slated that he 
Lunied around 
to get 
the 


cigarettes when, "They started 
shooting me,' Wellings said he 
fell to the floor and screamed, 
and the three fled, Wellings 
was apparently alone in the 
store, police said. One slug was 
found in a wall about a foot 
above the cash drawer, and a 
pack of cigarettes was found on 
the floor. Another slug was 
taken from Welling's left index 
finger by a physician. 


The 
police 
department 


reported that the slugs are 
believed to be about .32 caliber, 
but are 
undergoing 
further 


tests. No weapon was reported 


found at the scene. Wellings 
told one officer that one of the 
men did the shooting. 


Descriptions and methods of 


escape varied, according to 
witnesses questioned. Wellings 
said the three were black and 
well dressed, lie estimated the 
ages at 16 or 
17, but later 


estimated the ages in the 20's, 
police reported. 


One witness said three men 


ran from the store and fled in a 
red auto, parked at the rear.
